Mr. Allon will discuss with U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
the tactics to be employed on the 
Arab motion concerning the PLO. 
The two men will also discuss re- 
newal of the mandate of UN forces 
on the Egyptian and disen- 
gagement lines. The mandate of both 
Unef and Undof is up for renewal 
during the UN Assembly session. 
Dr. Kiesinger's visit to the Middle 
Hast next month will concentrate 
on getting Syria to agree to con- 
tinuation of Undof operations for 
at least another six months, a move 
without which the Israel-Syrian 
disengagement agreement would be 
put in danger. 

No meeting between Mr. Allon 
and Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko has been scheduled so far, 
but the lending Soviet diplomat 
might show an interest in such a 
meeting In his capacity as co-chair- 
man of the Geneva Middle East 
peace conference. Gromyko met last 
December in Geneva with former 
Foreign Minister Abba Efban, the 
first such meeting in nearly seven 
years. 


‘Red Army’ 


The plane carried the three ter- 
rorists and a fourth they got 
freed from 8 French jail to Da- 
mascugs on Wednesday. The Sy- 
rian government at first said the 
four would remain in PLO cus- 
tody until they decided where 
they wanted to go next. Later, 
a Syrian spokesman said they 
were held by Government author- 
ittes.

He pointed out that even though 
63 per cert of the Chilean people 
voted against Allende in 1970, the 
Marxist president “set about to 
establish what appeared to be one- 
party government.” 


additional aid 
grant for Israel

WASHINGTON. — The Ford ad- 
ministration will not submit an 
additional foreiem aid request for 
Israel to Congress during this 
current session, and any request 
to be made during the new Con- 
gress — which convenes next 
year — will depend on “condi- 
tions” prevailing at that time, 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer disclosed yesterday. 

This was the drst time a high 
Administration official had said pub- 
Ucly the Administration will not 
ask for a supplemental ald request 
for Israel during the current session 
of Congress. Many experienced Con- 
gresaional Spervace in Washington 
had expected the President to ask 
Congress to approve another aid 
package to Iarzel this year, in ad- 
dition to the current aid message 
still pending before the House and 
Senate. 

Under U.S. law, all foreign aid ap- 
propriations must be approved by 
Congress, although the Administra- 
tion can offer initial proposals. Con- 
gress can then increase or decrease 
ald requests, 

Dr. Kissinger, who was testifying 
before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, had been asked by the 
Committee's chairman, Sen. J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright (D-Ark.), to com- 
ment on a press report here that 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin dur- 
ing his recent meetings in Washing- 
ton, had asked the U.S. for four 
billion dollars a year in military aid. 

‘The Secretary denied such a re- 
quest had been made by Mr. Rabin, 
asserting that the report had con- 
fused estimates of Israel's total de- 
fence budget with what it was ask- 
ing from the U.S, Israel] is known 
to have asked for 1.5 Dillion dollars 
ἃ year.

When Mr. Rabin was in Wash- 
ington last week he indicated that 
he had recetved assurances from the 
President that additional miltary 
aid to Israel — both in the long 
and short term — would be forth-

Some observers here explained 
that one reason why the Adminis- 
tration will not be going to the 
Congress for additional aid to Is- 
rael this year was because the 
Admalnistration had already agreed 
to allow Israel to use the 2.2 billion 
dollar emergency allocation from 
last year — which was originally 
supposed to be spread out over 
three years — to be spent during 
the current fiscal year. These funds 
are enough to finance Israel's short 
term emergency needs from the U.S. 

Mr. Rabin 15 known to have em- 
phasized in his talks with the 
President that Israel does not have © 
the finances available to pay for 
the highly sophisticated U.S. wea- 
pons which it feels are necessary 
to deter the Arabs from resuming 
war. 

Regarding the political situation © 
in the Middle East, the Secretary - 
said that negotiations are proceed- 
ing “about on schedule.” He in- 
sisted that there has been no 
“stalemate” in the process. He 
added that after his “quick trip” 
to the Middle East next month, he 
will be better able to assess the

Beirut orders arrest 
of armed civilians

Pro-terroriat politicians and leftist 
circles in Lebanon yesterday called 
for the toppling of the government 
after the Domestic Security Council 
moved to crack down on armed 
‘groups, including terrorists. The 
leftista accused the government of 
Premier Takieddin 501} of conspiring 
with the security authorities. 

A third Lebanese Cabinet minister 
also threatened to resign last night, 
foining two others who acted over 
the same issue of civilians carrying 
arms, (See story, page δ). 

The Domestic Security Council 
yesterday ordered wide-sweeping 
measures to enforce law and order, 
including the arrest of civilians who 
carry weapons in public. 

A. government announcement said 
the council, which is chaired by 
Interlor Minister Bahij Taikieddin 
and includes top army and police 


officers, authorized security forces 


to shoot at armed persons who re- 


fuse to surrender. 


The decision is aimed at both 
Palestinian terrorists and the right- 
wing political parties, which have 
their own well-armed militia forces. 

The right-wing Falangist Party, 


which was involved in clashes with 
the terrorists last month, reacted by 
ordering its followers to observe the 
new restrictions. 

The reaction of the terrorists was 
not known, although they too wera 
expected to abide by the new or 
ders. The Cafro agreement signed 
between them and the Lebanese 
Government in 1969 forbids the pub- 
lic appearance of armed terrorists, 
but this provision was not scrupu- 
lously observed in the past. 

Takieddia, who is a well-known 
sympathizer with the terrorists said 
he will meet thelr leaders within 
24 hours. 

“We are confident they will show 
undersatand’ag of the situation,” he 
sald.

HAIFA. — Archbishop Joseph Raya, 
head of the Greek Catholic com- 
munity here and in the North, has 
announced his resignation and in- 
tends to leave Israel for America 
this morning.

exciail upheavals. “Workers who 
must be laid off in enterprises which 
ore no longer economic should b2 
provided with jobs elsewhere — and 
the Government is supposed to pian 
new enterprises beforehand. <A 
worker who has spent 10 or 15 years 
πὸ a job cannct be told suddenly 
that he must look for livellhood all 
by himself. The Ministry of Labour 
has budgets to retrain workers, but 
it is the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry that should indicate what 
trades will be needed in the fore- 
seeable future. Jobless persons who 
can’t find work come to us, to the 
Histadrut, All right, we shall send 
them to the Government.” 

But the Histadrut will not back 
pressure groups demanding special 
tenefits without reasonable grounds, 
2fr.

By YA’ACOV ARDON 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA, — Seven boys, aged 15 to 
17, from underprivileged homes here 
became floor tile layers this week 
after a four-month-long course. All 
seven passed 2 Labour Ministry 
examination and Ministry examiner 
Zvi Bar Hanna said the boys could 
expect to start earning IL35 a day 
but could go up to ILS0 after two 
Months, “We are short of men in 
all buildmg trades," he commented. 
The boys, who had repeatedly 
been on court probation, were rec- 
ruited for the course by an in- 
Structor at ἃ camp sponsored by 
the Technical Youth Clubs, which 
have been operating in Haifa for 20 

years. 

The instructcr who led them to 
the course is Micha Margalit, a 
humanities graduate of Haifa Uni- 
versity, said the boys had needed ἃ 
great deal of encouragement: “I had 
a hard time to Keep the boys in the 
course. Time and again they gave 
up and it took much coaxing for 
them to go through with it. I must 
go beck to my studies but I hope 
scmecne will take the cue and 
develop from this experiment ἃ 
standard technique to attract 
such youth to creative work and to 
get them tc accept themselves, Self- 
acceptance fs their heaviest burden.”

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FRENCH FACE GLOOMY WINTER, 
GAS RATIONING THREATENED

PARIS. — The French Government, which has 
steadfastly denied the need for petrol rationing, has 
suddenly changed its tune with a warning from 
Finance Minister Pierre Fourcade that petrol cou- 
pons, with their grim overtones of the 1956 Suez 
erisis, could be back this winter for Frence's 
motorists, 

- Speaking at TaMotres in the French Alps on Tues- 
day night, the Finance Minister said: “We must 
not be scared of words. We shall not shrink from 
rationing or petrol tickets.” 

Excluding any appeal to the United States for 
aid, Fourcade said: “The most democratic method 
ig petrol coupons, even if it seems old-fashioned. 
‘We must not be frightened of appearing ojd fashion- 
ed if the basic objective is to guarentee our national 


Fourcade wag also contradicting his colleague 
Equipment Minister Robert Galley, who a few hours 
earlier said: “Economies must be sought by making 
buildings cold-proof and not in petrol rationing, 
which would harm the country’s economy.” 


But Fourcade’s warning makes sense against the 
background of crude ail prices, which quadrupled 
between October and December 1973 and then rose 
by a further 30 per cent this year. During the same 
period, the share of crude oi! handed over to the 
producing countries has risen from 25 per cent 
through thelr share in the capital of the oil com- 
panies.
